New York, July 22.—Warden Green, of the 
Kings County Penitentiary, who has bad cha 
of that institution since Jan. 1, recently ma 
an important discovery regarding the facilities 
which convicts have for concealing articies in 
their cells. At the back of the rows of celis 
ventilating shafts run from the ground to the 
roof of the penitentiary, with an opening into 
each vell. The Warden heard that some pris- 
oners had managed to con certain articles, 
and personal inspection led him to believe that 
the air shafts were the hiding-places. Accord- 
ingly he bad o 1 made lu the flues, and 
was rewarded by finding a great variety of 
articies. In one place a, roll of clothing was 
found, including a complete suit of citizen's 
clothes.

It was said that the General 
Passenger Agents had agreed to return to the 
regular tariff rates, but up to evening the cut 
rates were yet in force in ali the of- 
fices, and the General Passenger Agents 
maintained the same mysterious manner which 
has characterized them since the beginning of 
the war. They assumed to know nothing of any 
attempt at a compromise, and to all appearance 
were just as closely watching each other 
as ever.

Mr. Carpenter felt that he had struck terror 
into the camp of the brokers, and that meeting 
their rates at every turn would cause a 
stampade that would work great disaster 
to them. He said that the Pennayl- 
vania’s object in cutting was for 
the sole purpese of driving the brokers 
into the ditch, and he fancied, no doubt, that 
he saw them already flying. The Pennsylvania 
Company has adopted what is called a con- 
tinuous-train ticket in the ho of cutting 
off the retreat of brokers 
and compelling them to surrender. This 
ticket has printed on the margin at 
its top the time of the departure of the several 
trains. The purchaser is asked which train on 
the day of purchase be intends to take, and 
when he selects the train the agent punches out 
the time of that train, and the ticket is 
ouly thereon. Upon this ticket the 
passenger is compelled to travel without stop- 
pages, other than those for breakfast, dinner, 
or lunch, to his destination. As an instance, a 
man obtains one of these for Ch 
from a broker in this city, but u- 
tends to go no further than Pittsburg. 
The broker communicates at once to one 
of bis agents in the depot at Pittsburg. This 
agent secures the ticket from the holder 3 
his arrival there at a reasonable rate and sells it 
to a customer who wishes to travel to Chicago 
from that point. The first , in dispos 
of his ticket, finds that his trip to Pittsburg 
has cost him next to nothing. The second pur-

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT BUSINESS. 

Although the present east-bound freight rates 
(basis of 15 cents grain from Chicago: to New 
York) are generally admitted to be low enough 
to compete against the lake,—and there is no 
prospect that rates will go any lower so that it 
cannot be said that shippers are holding back in 
anticipation of better terms,—yet last week's 
shipments have still further decreased. For the 
week ending July 23 the east-bound shipments 
by rail from this city were 44,971 tons, against 
60,832 tons for the week previous, a decrease of 
5.861 tons. It will be generally admitted that 
with so low rates 44,971 tons is not a very large 
amount of business in one week by our trunk 
lines. The two Vanderbilt. roads alone would be 
able to take that amount from this city in one 
week without taxing their facilities to any great 


extent. The light shipments at present show 
that Tae TRIBUNE was right when it insisted all 


along that no matter how low the rates would 


go rail shipments would not increase percep- 
tibly, because tnere is but little business in the 
country to go forward. The prospects are that 
business will not improve until the new crops 
come forward.

HOW TO INCREASE THE WATER-SUPPLY. 

The growing necessity for an increased 
water-supply in this city is universally con- 
ceded. The capacity of the present works is 
already overtaxed. The present pressure 
carries the water no higher than the third 
and often che second stories of the large 
buildings in the business district, and the 
consumption for hydraulic purposes within 
that district is so large as to reduce the sup- 
ply in the residence districts below the re- 
quirements for domestic uses. 

The impending water famine in New York, 
London, and Paris, and the apprehenslou of 
great suffering and disease as a consequence, 
ought to be a warning to Chicago not to 
allow this matter to drift along until it shall 
be too late to provide an immediate reinedy 
for great distress. 


increased facilities for a more abundant sup- 
ply of water be provided? , 

The City Government seems to be hedged 
about with insuperable obstacles in the way 
of relieving the present situation. The mu- 
nicipal debt cannot be lawfully increased. 
It is already in excess of the constitutional 
limit of 5 per cent on the assessed valuation 
of taxable property. The expenditure of 
several millions of doilars for new water- 
works out of current taxes is equally pre- 
vented by the 2 per cent limit on taxation: 
and, if this were not the case, the people 
would hardly be willing to submit to an 
addition of one or two millions a year to 
their taxes during two or three years over 
and above the four or five millidns necessary 
to the ordinary expenditures. It is evident 
the city itself cannot move directly in this 
matter for some time to come. 

A number of private persons have pro- 
posed to erect water-works for supplying the 
business poftion of the city with the water 
required for mechanical and manufacturing 
purposes. The Mayor, who is fully cogni- 
gant of the urgent necessity for increased 
facilities, has favorea this plan, under cer- 
tain conditions designed to protect the city 
from a future monopoly. But the proposi- 
tion has encountered sharp criticism. I: is 
believed by many persons that such an enter- 
prise cannot be authorized by the Municipal 
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fever subsided, and he obtained relief. At 


The question of the hour is: How shall the 


overcome. Let capitalists ad- 
vance the necessary funds for the erection of 
ayxifiary water-works to supply the business 
portion of the city, and rent them for, say 100 
years, to the Municipal Government at an 
ahnual charge which shall be a fair rate on 
the actual investment. Let the city lay out 
the work to be done, determine the extent of 
the territory to bé supplied, the length and 
size of the new water pipes and mains, the 
location and power of the pumping machin- 
ery. and the limit of the expense to be in- 
curred; all the works to be constructed ac- 
cording to the plans and under the personal 


bought at the end of the 100-year lease by the 
city at an appraised valuation of so much of 
the original plant as was originally fur- 
nisived by private capital. 

There is scarcely a doubt that abundant 
capital would be forthcoming to carry out 
such a scheme when it should be once for- 
mally projected. Who will question that, if 
the City Government of Chicago had author- 
ity to issue bonds running 100 years, ata 
moderate rate of interest, such bonds could be 
readily sold on the market? But stock in 
new water-works, leased to the city for 100 
years, would be practically the same to the 
investors as city bonds running 100 years; 
with the difference that the owners of such 
stock would receive, say, 1 per cent addition- 
al interest per annum in consideration of the 
waste in the materia) during the term of the 
lease. Money would be freely offered from 
other cities to carry out this project, if it were 
required, but there is reason to believe that 
Chicago capital would rush to take ad- 
vantage of the investment. It is pretty cer- 
tain that the stock would be at a premium 
before the consiruction of the new Water- 
works could be fairly started. 

So far as the interests of the City Govern- 
ment and of the people of Chicago are in- 
volved in this proposition, they would be 6n 
the same plane as if the city had the power 
to issue bonds and build the works out of the 
proceeds of the sale of such bonds. The 
works would be constructed after the ap- 
proved plans and specificatio&s of the City 
Engineer, and the funds expended under the 
supervision of the proper city authorities, 
The management and control of the auxili- 
ary water-system fur fire and mechanical 
purposes would be iu the hands of the city 
authorities frum the start, just as much as if 
the city had advanced the money on sale of 
bonds. The policy of the City Government 
would be to charge such rates for water as 
would pay the rental, just as if the in- 
vestment were represented by city bonds, 
and also the cost of such repairs 
and extensions from time to time as should 
be necessary. In other words, the manage- 
ment of the auxiliary works would be pre- 
cisely the same as of the main works; and at 
the end of the 100 years’ lease the tity would 
bein possession of all the extensions and 
additions that had been made in the mean- 
time, aud pay only the actual value of what 
should remain of the original plant. 

The object of such a scheme as this would 
be to furnish the business district of the city 
(bounded, we will say, at present, by Harri- 
son street on the south, Chicago avenue on 
the north, the lake un the east, and Halsted 
street on west) with the supply ot water 
necessary for the Fire Department, and to 
run the elevators and machinery, supply a 
thousand or more steam boilers, wash the 
streets, cleanse the closets, flood the sewers, 
and for all purposes other than drinking 
and culluary uses. Tals would re- 
lieve the present North Side and West Side 
Pumping-Works to such an extent that they 
will be adequate during the next twenty or 
thirty years for supplying the residence dis- 
tricts of the city with abundance of pure wa- 
ter fur dumestic purposes. 

The standing tower of the new works 
should be built sufficiently high and the 
mains sufficiently strong to bear the pressure 
thus secured to reach to the tops of the high- 
est business buildings, and to use in case of 
fire from the natural pressure by applying 
hose to the fire-hydrants. Arrangements 
might also be made for connecting with the 
Other pives of the city service in case of 
emergency. The outline of the plan that has 
already been sketched is to erect the works 
on the Iilinvis Central pier at the extreme 
northwestern corner of the outer harbor, 
whence the water, which is there very deep, 
will be conveyed to consumers through 
mains laid in the streets and alleys. There 
are already about 300 elevators run by city 
water pressure; while these are consuming 
large quantities of fluid greatly needed by 
the citizens generally, the pressure is wholly 
inadequate for the purposes required. The 
city should either shut off these hydraulic 
machines or suppiy them with a proper furce 
to do their work. If any person has a more 
practical or feasible plan to surmount the 
existing difficulties, we shall be glad to pre- 

t it to the public, 


THE “ON TO RICHMOND” Arta 

The two dispatches sent by Edwin M. Stan- 
toh to Edwards Pierrepont, of New York, 
not long after the assasination of President 
Lincoln, which were resurrected from the 
files of the War Department and published 
in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, must have greatly 
perplexed the general reader who is not 
aware of the peculiar relations which had 
long existed between the Secretary of War 
and the editor-in-chief of the New York 
Tribuné. ‘The dispatches were as follows: 


WAR DEPARTMENT, May 12, 14656—10:06-p. m.— 
To the Hon. Bd varie Pierrepont, New York: I 
uu ve written to-n.ght to retain you and Cutting 
and Brady, ur auy one eise you may des.re to 
have associated wits you, to prosecute Horace 
Greeley and the owners of the J/ribune tor 
Greeiey'’s persisient efforts, the last four weeks, 
to incite assasins to uns their work of murder- 
ing me. Piense give the matter your immediate 
atiendon ou receiving the leiter, and secure 
copies of all the Iribunes printed since we 
vight of we Presideuts murder, and get the 
names of the Owners. I propose to prosecute 
erimmally and also by civil suit, for Psbail not 
allow them to have me murdered and escape 
responsibility without a struggie for life on my 
part.

Cutiiny, New York: I bave proof of express per- 
sonal malice against me by Greeiev, aud believe 
that I can establisu a combination between bim 
and others which may end in accomplishing my 
death, as it did ajuinst Mr. Linevin and Mr.

This is the combination of events which 
led to the writing of these dispatches: 

In the early part of 1861 Horace Greeley 
was the editor-in-chief of the Tribune. Mr. 
Charies A. Dana, now of the Sun, was man- 
aging editor, aud had practical control of the 
paper. The sentiments expressed by Mr. 
Greeley in favor of letting the erring sisters 
go in peace had dissatisfied the majority of 
the stockholders, who Were in sympathy 
with the more warlike views held by Mr. 
Dana. During the months immediately pre- 
ceding the battle of Bull Run a number 
of editorials appeared in the Tribune 
urging an immediate attack upon the 
enemy, then encamped in Virginia, not 

west of Washington. The burden 
of all these editorials was On to Rich- 
mond.” Parftly in obedience to these reiter- 
ated demands from that powerfu! journal, 
an advance was ordered, which resulted in 
the battle of Bull Run,—almost won, but dis- 
astrously loct. 

As a cons quence of this defeat a storm of 
indignation was poured upon the editor-in- 


ehief on account of these articles which 
had a » whieh he h not 
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generally known, 
though it is a fact, that nearly all of the 
“On-to-Richmond “ ls were written 
by Mr. Edwin M. Stanton. not then in the 
War Department, but who was at that time, 
as he was afterwards when he became Secre- 
tary of War, in favor of pushing the enemy 
and bringing the War toa speedy close by 
hard and continual pounding. He believed 
that one of the best ways of securing the end 
he aimed at was to enlist on the side of a 
vigorous enforcement ot the War the assist- 
ance of one of the most influential Republic- 
an newspapers. ' | 

The wrath raised on acecunt of these On- 
to-Richmond” articies after the loss of the 
Bull Run fight was so intense that the stock- 
holders of the New York Tribune Company 
yielded to it, turned out the pugnacious 
Dana, and restored Greeley to absolute con- 
trol. 

At a subsequent period Mr. Greeley 
learned by whom these On-to-Richmond” 
editorials were written, and he was never 
able to overcome a feeling of dislike and re- 
pugnance towards the author, who had been 
instrumental in bringing down upon his 
head so much public denunctation. 

In 1862 Mr. Stanton became Secretary of 
War, and soon afterwards appointed Mr. 
Dana a Special Agent of the War Depart- 
ment, which position he retained until he was 
made Assistant Secretary, in 1864. Between 
Mr. Stanton (a man of unrelenting will, 
who, having decided upon a line of policy, 
pursued it unflinchingly to the bitter end, re- 
gardiess of popular feel na or press opposi- 
tion) and Mr. Greeley (nervous and timid, 
opposing bloodshed as much as any Quaker) 
there was no possible sympathy, and the 
anger which Mr. Greeley felt over these 
“On-to-Richmond” euitorials of Stanton 
was never appeased. | 

Mr. Stanton, on his side, looked with great 
distrust upon Greeley’s conferences or nexo- 
tiations with the Rebel agents in Canada dur- 
ing 1864, which he thought had a tendency to 
encourage the Copperhead fire in the rear, 
and to prolong the life of the Rebellion. 

There were evidently some articles in the 
New York fribune after the assasination of 
Lincoln which must have led Secretary Stan- 
ton, who was himself greatly excfted by the 
murder of the President, or *“‘ stampeded” by 
it, as Gen. Sherman says in a recent letter, to 
send these extraordinary dispatches to his eon- 
fidential friend, Mr. Pierrepont, who after- 
wards became Atturney-General. The latter 
being a cool, clear-headed man, evidently 
dissuaded the Son of Mars from proceeding 
with the proposed prosecution. But it has 
been a well-kept secret to have eluded the 
inquisitive eyes of all the Washington cörre- 
spondents for seyenteen years, The history 
of the Rebellion War is not yet written.

V THE NEW HERESY TRIAL. 

Among the many attractions of Chicago as 
a place of summer-resort,” a new one is 
now presented, which will draw many va- 
trons, and will offer some extremely interest- 
ing and exciting phases—namely: a “ heresy 
trial.“ Those who remember the Rev. Pat- 
ton’s arraignment of Prot. Swing will cail to 
mind its absorbing interest and the manner 
in which all classes of peuple for the time be- 
ing forgot worldly considerations, vomps, 
and vanities in their eagerness to listen to 
the discussion of theological points, to watch 
the novel and peculiar phases of the trial, 
and to learn the fate of the now popular pas- 
tor vf Central Church. The new trial, that 
of the Rev. Dr. Thomas, bids fair tu exceed 
that of Prot. Swing iu interest. The latter 
was a non-combatant; the former has “car- 
ried the war into Africa,“ and the interest of 
his arraigument will concern both its matter 
and manner. 

The Committee appointed at the last au- 
nual session of the Ruck River Conference to 
prepare the charges of heresy against Dr. 
Thomas have handed them over to the Pre- 
siding Elder of this district, who will im- 
mediately furnish copies of them to Dr. 
Thomas, and soon announce the time fur the 
meeting of the Court. In the report there is 
a general charge of heresy, and the specifica- 
tions under this charge are three in number. 
The first specifies that the Doctor teaches 
doctrines as to the question of the inspiration 
of some portions of the Scriptures which 
are antagunistic to the doctrines of the 
Church; the second specifies that the de- 
fendant denies the doctrine of the Atone- 
ment as taught by the Church; and the third, 
that he has taught the doctrine of probation 
after death for those who have died in sin, 
which is alleged to be contrary to the doc- 
trines of the Church. The evidence in the 
hands of the prosecutors is largely vy up of 
extracts from his sermons, and also from his 
conversations, and upon this evidence, which 
they deem sufficient, they will press for his 
conviction before the constituted Committee, 
who will present their decision to the next An- 
nual Conference, faving Dr. Thomas, how- 
ever, in case of ap unfavorable decision, the 
rightof appeal to the Judiciary Committee, 
whose decision will be final. 

It is not probable that the clerical court 
will meet before September, but the general 
shape which the trial will assume is already 
pretty well outlined, and it will differ from 
that of Prof. Swing in more than one vital 
point. Prof. Swing, as we have said, was a 
non-resistant, and let his friends do the fight- 
ing for him, and, though they were enthusi- 
astic and did as well as they could, he was 
very much like a lamb led to the slaugliiter. 
He was evidently tired of dogmatic fetters, 
and sighed fur religious freedom and the op- 
portunity to have a church of his own, 
where. he could do and say what he 
thought right without any responsibility 
to Presbyteries or Synods. During the 
trial he was apparently as unconcerned 
as the most disin.erestedy spectator, and 
probably when he was brought in guilty 
Prof. Patton was not Half so happy over the 
expulsion of the heretic” as the heretic 
was to find himself at liberty to roam where 
conscience led in the pleasant pastures out- 
side of the fold, With Dr. Thomas, how- 
ever, the case is different. He will, it is 
reported, go into the trial aggressively. He 
is not content to standin the attitude of a 
defenseless prisoner. 10 the charge of 
heresy he has already replied with a ringing 
defiance. The prosecuiors summon him to 
trial, and he answers by summoning them 
also. They charge him with being a “ her- 
etic,” and he replies: ** You are the heretics.” 
They charge bim with teaching doctrines 
antagonistic to those of the Church. He 
challenges them to prove the antago- 
nism. Such a trial as this, in which 
the energy of the prosecution will 
be met with equal energy by the 
defense, in which the prosecutors themselves 

will be informally arraigned to show cause 
why -they are not guilty of heresy and to 
prove that they are teaching doctrines that 
are believed by the majority ot the member- 
Ship of the Church, cannot but possess the 
highest interest, not alone for the immense 
membership of the Mechodist Church, but 
fot the whole Christian public, 

in one respect the prosecution of Dr. 
Thomas will resemble that of Prof. Swing. 
The genius of the Swing trial was Prof. Pat- 
ton, a wiry, nervous, energetic, able theo- 
logian. His theolugy was a Procrustean bed. 
The man who was to lie in it must fit it. 11 
too short, he must stretch himself. If tow 
long, be must agree to amputation. 

The genius of the Thomas trial is his 
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he will make it warm for the neut ? 
man. 22 Thomas is acquitted against 
such a prosecutor, he will de a greater power 
than ever before in the Methodist Church, 
and will carry its standard. If he is found 
guilty, there is plenty of room in this wide 
world for so eloquent and able a teacher, 
whose. spiritual character and life cannot be 
assailed even by his enemies.

INCEND'ARTES BEFORE THE COUNCIL. 

It is said that the proposition to shorten up 
the fire limits and surround the business dis- 
tricts with miles deep of combustible pine 
shanties will come before the Council to- 
morrow evening, and that the promoters of 
the scheme count upon twenty-two votes, or 
three more than is required tocarry it. If 
there is any serious reason to apprehend 
such a result, then the Citizens’ Association, 
the Board of Underwriters, the Board of 
Trade, and thé leading merchants should or- 
ganze au emphatic protest in some form that 
shall bring reckless or corrupt Aldermen toa 
proper sense of their responsibility and duty. 
A compression of the present fire limits 
would be a greater menace to the progress 
and prosperity of Chicago’ than anything 
which has happened since the disastrous 
conflagration of 1871. 

It is a matter of notoriety that the move- 
ment for giving over half the city limits to 
pine structures originates with a certain 
real-estate elique which owns property in 
the southern and western districts of the 
city. These owners believe they can sell 
their lots readily if authority be given to 
erect combustible pine shanties thereon. 
They afe utterly indifferent to the general 
welfare of the city. It is a matter of no mo- 
ment to them that the erection of fire-traps 
in the very districts which it is proposed to 
exempt from the ordinance is really more 
dangerous to the safety of the city, owing to 
the prevailing west and southwest winds, 
than if the building of frame houses were 
permitted in the hegrt of the business dis- 
trict, where the water-supply is abundant 
and protection against the gpread of a confla- 
gration better assured by High walls of stone 
and briek. But the members of the Council 
cannot legitimately be influenced by such self- 
ish nrotives. They are, or ought to be, the 
guardians of the public safety. They have 
no moral right, and we doubt whether they 
have a legal right, to increase the risk of 
wholesale destruction of the property of the 
citizens by fire in order to give afew men a 
selfish advantage. 

There can be no doubt in the minds of 
thoughtful people as to the result of tamper- 
ing with the fire ordinance. Insurance 
rates will go up immediately. Some of the 
safest and best companies will cance! their 
risks ana withdraw from the city. The mer- 
chants will get alarmed at the prospect, and 
reduce their business rather than incur 
greater dangers of fire than existed before 
without safe and adequate insurance. The 
reputation of Chicago will be injured, and 
business-men will not remove to the city in 
anything like the same proportion as during 
the pust three or four years. To the extent 
that inflammable pine shanties. shall be 
erected, the construction of solid, permanent, 
and valuable buildings will decrease. In 
one word, the proposed contraction of the 
fire-limits has all the elements of a local 
panic. 

The talk of “cheap houses” for poor 
people“ is a meresham. The laboring classes 
suffer more than all others from any condi- 
tion which impairs the prosperity and proe- 
ress of the community in which they live. 
Moreover, it has been demonstrated by re- 
peated experiments that the interest on the 


increased cost of a substantial brick cottage | 


over that of pine and paint cottage does 
not nearly equal the increased expenses of 
the frame building in insurance and repairs, 
while ail other considerations of safety, com- 
fort, and health are on the side of the brick 
building. Lumber can no longer be bought 
in this country for a mere song, but the 
material for brick-making is inexhaustible, 


‘and the appliances used in the manufacture 


are constantly improving. Atatime when 
the cost of a brick building is approximating 
the cost of a frame building it is an injury 
and an injustice to the poorer classes to en- 
courage the erection of perishable fire-traps. 


“ALL PHENOMENA ARE EXPLAINED BY 
MOTIv&.”’ 

The “cultivated thinkers” of America, 
Europe, Africa, and the isles of the sea are 
invited by the Concord School of Philosophy 
to consider the theory that all phenomena 
are explained by motion.” It is a tough 
subject, if we may be allowed the use of an 
unscientific phrase in 80 grave a connection, 
and we should hardly attempt to dispose of it 
in a column were we not stimulated thereto 
by the dazzling nature of the prize offered 
for the sulution of the problem by the author 
of “A Student's Dream.” The doubt: of 
this unhapp author ought to be dispelled in 
order that he may have unlimited time and 
opportunity to dream. It is equally Im- 
portant that thé philosophers of Concord 
should be relieved of the incubus of this 
question, which in itself is simple enough, 
but which has been rendered apparently 
obscure and difficult of solution by an over- 
whelming mass of scientific rubbish. Doubt- 
less the “cultivated thinkers” of the world 
will attempt to come to the aid of the Con- 
cord philosophers through learned disguisi- 
tions, rendered utterly incompreheusivie by 
the scientific language in which they are 
clothed. 

But we propose fo depart from this beaten 
track of the scientists, and demonstrate the 
truth of the proposition we shall advance by 
a few simple commonplace illustrations 
which are quite as susceptible of compre- 
hension by fools as by the wise men of 
science; and if our illustrations are coin pre- 
hensible by fools they ought not to fail of 
convincing wise men. We do not propose to 
enter upon an elaborate discussion of the 
principles of phenomenology. Everybody is 
supposed to know what a phenomenon is,— 
something presented to the eye, something 
discovered to exist. Are the innumeradle 
phenomena of the natural world explained 
by motion? Thisis what the philosuphers 
want to know; and the author of “A Student's 
Dream“ offers a prize of $500 to the * cuiltivat- 
ed thinker”? who will guess the riddle. It 
was long a question whether in the mat- 
ter of tail-wagging the millions of dogs 
wagged their tails, or the millious of tails 
wagged their dugs. But it is now univer- 
sally admitted by “cultivated thinkers that 
the dog wags the tail. The reason of this 
conclusion is that it is easier for a large body 
to wag a small body than for a small body to 
wag a large body; and itis a reasonable pre- 
suipiion that in the division of labor be- 
tween the dog and the tail the law of adapta- 
bility is sirietly observed. But what has 
this to do with the subject?”  sneer- 
ingly inquires some spectacled séientist. 
“ Everything,” we reply. It has been ascer- 
(dined by the “cultivated thinkers” that, 
while the dog undoubtedly wags his tail a 
great deal, so jo speak, still, wherever the 
mil wags “a great deal,” the dog wags a 
“little mite.” as the Yankee philosophers 
say. Now, then, the phenomenon of the 
wagging of the dog’s tail is explained by the 
motion of the dog. So when, in fly time, the 
mule “ switches ” his tall, it is the motion of 
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she is pleased, and offers her lips 

kissed. In this case motion is present as the 
cause and effect of every act in the kissing 
drama; and when motion is once pexun [in 
a case of this kind) it must be continued for- 
ever, were it not for the inte®ruption of ex- 
ternal causes.” The exterual cause, if the 
kissing is at a picnic, is the sudden appear- 
ance on the scene of some strolling fool; or, 


if in the parior, the advent of the old gen- 


tleman on some trumped- uperrand. 


The phenomenon of disagreements among 


cats is explained by motion, The house cat 
sits purring in perfeet repose in the back 
yard at midnight. Suddenly the next-door 
neighbor’s cat dashes over the wall in hot 
haste, with back elevated and tail expanded, 
spitting and snarling like a fiend. The fizht 


which inevitably takes place is the result of 


the motion of the cat jumping over the wall. 
When both cats are in motion still other 
phenomenon of motion are developed in the 
form of fiying brickbats, bootjacks, boota, 


and other missiles descending in a shower 


from the neiguborm windows. 


It is a law of Nature that “any particle of 


matter, unacted on by any other matter, and 
once lu motion, is a perpetual motion.” It 
follows, of course, that when a particle of 
matter is brought to a state of rest by con- 
tact with avother particle of matter all crea- 
tion is shaken from centre to circumference 
by the concussion, in accordance with the 
law of “correlation of forces.“ We don’t 
expect common people to comprehend this 
abstruse proposition, but “ culiivated think- 
ers” will understand it, and that is suffi- 
cient for our present purpose. The Con- 
cord School of Philosophers will know 
that we propose to apply the proposition 
stated to the phenomenon of catfighting. 
The cat, when spitting mad, is a particle of 
matter in motion. Unacted on by any other 
particle of matter, the spitting mad cat would 
fight perpetually. The other spitting mad 
cat is, however, a particle of matter in mo- 
tion, and the impact of the blows delivered 
and received by the particles of matter re- 
spectively results in reducing one of the par- 
ticles of matter to a state of rest, while 
the other moves on. But the combat has, 
meantime, brought other forces into motion, 
and these new developments of motion in 
turn become the cause of other phenomena. 
But we need not multiply examples. We 
have demonstrated the truth of the guess of 
the Concord School of Philosophers that all 
phenomena are explained by motion.“ Culti- 
vated thinkers may sneer at the simple lan- 
guage we have einployed and at the homely 
illustrations used to enforce our argument. 
Jealousy and®envy may prevent the author 
of “ A Student’s Dream from awarding us 
the prize, but an appreciative public wiil, if 
he fails todo this essay justice, overwhelm 
him with withering scorn.

THE passage of the Sp cial Elections bill 
by the New Yurk Legisiature removes the pos- 
sibility of adoubt that the Lower House of Gon- 
gress will be controlled by the Republicans. 
There are four vacancies in New York, three of 
them Repubiican and one Democrat. The dis- 
tricts formerly represented by Lapham and 
Miller are pretty certain to elect Republieans. 
This is the ieast acknowledgment they could 
make of the honor conferred upon their mem- 
bers. Mr. L. P. Morton's district is now in 
doubt, but it can be carried for a Republican 
with proper organization. Fernando Wood's 
district is conceded to the Democrats. In Mich- 
igan the vacancy created by Conger’s elevation 
to the Senate bas already been filled, and ex- 
Gov. Dingiey nas been nominated in Mr. Frye’s 
old Maine district. The custom in England is 
to return members of the Goverument without 
serious opposition when they go to the country 
after teking office. Vernon Harcourt's case was 
an exception. He was rejected, it wili be re- 
membered, at a second election, ana was obliged 
to get a seat through the favor of Mr. Plimsvil, 
the sailor’s friend. There are strong reasons why 
a coustituency should approve the promotion of 
Its representative in this country by choosing a 
successor of the same political faith.

HOME AGAIN FROM WISCONSIN'S SHORES. 

Yesterday morning the steamer Sheboygan, 
which left here Thursday morning witb the ex- 
cursion party of the Lilinois Press Association, 
arrived in port again with her complement of 
journalistic jaunters, who gave glowing ac- 
counts of the enjoyment had during the jour- 
ney, the pleasure of which was not marred by 
accident or mishap of any kind.

SCHAEBERLE’S COMET. 
To the Editer of The Chicago Tribune, 

Rocnester, N. ., July 2.—Comet “C” of 
1881, discovered by Prof. Schaeberle, of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., and which was identified by my- 
self on the morning of the 16th as a comet, pre- 
sents a fine appearance in the telescope. Ob- 
servauons made this morning showed it to be iu 
right ascension about six hours, and declination 
north about E degrees, or in the constellation 
of Auriga, near Beta Aurigw. The apparent 
motion is very slow, and is a little east of north. 
The tail is about three-quarters of a degree 
long, and increases in width toward the end, and 
resembles much in appearance the tail of comet 
“BB” 1881 (now near the north star), except 
when at its brightest,—and it is faiuter 
and straight. Were it not for the 
interference of the moonlight, I am confident a 
larger tail would be seen quite clearly “defined. 
It is rapidly increasing in brightness, and will so 
increase until it makes its perihelion passage, 
which will occur on or about Aug. 18. It will be 
nearest the earth on or about Aug. 20. Prof. 
Chandler, of the Cambridge Observatory, has 
couiputed the orbit and pubiished the ephemeris 
in the Science Observer, extending to Sept. 4. 
According to the best calculations, the comet 
will be twenty-five times as bright on Aug. Was 
it was at the date of discovery. which would in- 
dicate that it will be one of the most conspicu- 
ous comets of the we omg & The elements of its 
orbit are wholly unlike these of any comet hith- 
erto observed, 80 that it can neither be Obier’s nor 
Pon's of 1812, nor the comet of 1807. Oneof the 
singular things about it is that it follows comet 
B ot 1881 so closely, its position when discov- 
ered being almust identical with comet B when 
firstseen in that location. Of course it is im- 
possible yet to predict with certainty, but it 
would seem asif it would eclipse the glories of 
comet B. It is now visible with an opera-giass, 
and in a few days it will be visible to the naked 
eye, firstasahuzy spot in the early morning 
sky and then will grow brighter each day. The 
nucleus is not yet as bright as was the nucleus 
of comet B of 1881, but it will probably increase 
in density and brilliancy as it approaches the 
sun. | have received letters from several as- 
tronomers questioni if | saw a tail on the 
morning of the 16th. certainly did see one, 
and had not the half-moon interfered others 
might have seen it equaliy well. At the pres- 
ent time the theoretical brightness is twice 
what it was at the time of discovery, but my 
observation this morning does not. justify this 
theory; but the bad state of the atmosphere 
probably vitiated the observation. A week has 
elapsed since the discovery of the Comet C of 
181. and no other person has filed a claim for the 
Warner comet prize of $200, and it will undoubt- 
edly be awarded to Prof. J. M. Schaeberle, as- 
sistant at the Michigan University. Observatory.

A SUMMER RESORT IN MICHIGAN, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune.

CITY SANITATION. 


What the Tenement-House Inspectors 

Did Last Week—Contagious Diseases 

Vesterday’s Mortality. 
he Tenement-House tnspectors did some 
very effective work last week. Chief-Inspector 

William H. Genung makes the following report 

of the labor: Number of houses examined, 190, 
which contained 2,580 rooms. In these houses 
live 552 families, numbering 3,148 persons. Num- 
ber of notices served, 37; number of abatements 
made, 53. The abatements include the cleaning 

of 46 privy-vaults, the repairing of 2; there were 

14 filthy premises cleaned; there were IA defect- 
ive drainages remedied; there were 3 properly 
ventilated and new sewers constructed; there 
were 15 catch-basins cleaned; a large amount of 
plumbing was repaired, and there were 18 traps 
repaired. * 

The premises No. 211 West Randolph street 
were recently complained of. It will be remem- 
bered that several cases of contagious diseases 
ha ve been reported from this filth-hole, and In- 
spector Monteath was sent to go over the prem- 
ises, and bere is his special report: The privy 
is full and offensive, while the contents are 
oozing through the side. wall of the house ad- 
joining and lodging on the floor of the same. 
The sewer is choked, and the cellar is covered 
with a mass of stinking, stagnant water. There 
was a case of smali-pox in the house, the patient 
having been removed on the 13th inst. 1 served 
notice on the agent, Conrad Weber, to put the 
premises in good sanitary condition.” 

The reports of the Inspectors, by wards, snow 
the following defective premises: 

First Ward—Nos. 242 and 244 State street, E. 
A. Cummings, agent. The water-closets are un- 
ventilated. The water-pipe in the basement 
leaks, there being a workshop located there, 

Second Ward—No., 73 Polk street, F. W. Koerbs, 
owner. Two-story frame, six rooms, occupied 
by seven persons. The drainage and privy- 
vaultsare bad. The sewer is chucked. During 
and aftera rain the privy-vault overflows, carry- 
ing its nasty contents over the yard. 

No. 108 Third avenue, E. A. Cummings, agent. 
A brick of thirty rooms, occupied by thirty per- 
son. The siuk waste-pipes are untrapped, and 
sewer-g@as pervages the premises. 

Third Ward—Nos. 2001.22.05, and 2005 Archer 
avenue, a brick biock of thirty-two rooms, oc- 
cupied by twenty-nine persons. The drainage 
is bad. The basement under No. 200s is flooded. 
The upper floors are divided into six flats fur 
tamiies, four flats of tive and two of three 
rooms each. The family ling in the basement 
have no sink or water closet accommodation. ' 

Fifth Ward--N6. 1726 Clark street, owned by 
John Myers, who offives in the Major Block. 
Two-story frame of thirteen rooms, occupied by 
nineteen persons. The plumbing work, drain- 
nge, and privy-vaults are ail bad. The vauitis 
tui and reeking. The waste water from 
the siuk waste- pipes empty into an 
old wornout wooden druinpipe,’ which 
deposits the refuse under the sidewalk, where it 
is allowed to remain, to become stagnant, and 
flithy, and pest-breed There is a leukage in 
the water-supply pipe. The privy seat is broken 
and dangerous, and a person using it is liable to 
be precipitated into the vault and smothered 
to death in the mass of filth. One chiid died in 
the house recently, aged 7 years, for the want of 
proper care. 

No. 1628 Clark street, E. Slosson, agent. Two- 
story frame of eight rooms, occupied by 
eleven persons. The drainage is bad. The 
privy vaults are full an offensive. In 
the north one-third of the first floor 
there resides a family of seven persons, occupy- 
ing a space of eight by twenty-five feet, or 1,600 
cubic feet, allowing about 228 cubic feet of air 
space to each person. The sanitary condition of 
the rooms occupied by this family, the Lnapector, 
Leonard 8. Hudson, says, beggais description, 
“Noreport can doit justice. The stairs leat- 
ing to the upper story from the front and rear 
are old and rotten and unsafe. The privy-vault 
is foul as well as full, and the sewer is choked.” 

No. 555 Thirty-sevenih street. Baldwin & 
Moore, No. 1566 Washington street, owners or 
agents. The condition of the piumbing work. 
drainage, privy-vaults is bad. The place is a 
two-story frame of thirteen rooms. occupied by 
eighteen persons. The privy vault is overtiowing 
and nasty and offensive. There has been no water 
ou the premises for several mouths past. The 
sink waste-pipes, which are untrapped, are 
choked upin consequence, and the waste water 
and fiith ornament the vard. 

No. 2722 Portland avenue, owned by a man 
named Seeley, a story and a half frame of seven 
rooms, occupied by ten persons. The drainage 
is bad. The sink waste-pipes connect with an 
old and wornout wooden drain-pipe. Part of 
the waste water finds its was to the ditch in 
frunt of the house. The balance of the stuff 
runs upon the ground uades the house and ad- 
joining premises, 

Nos. 1732 and 1734 Cla¢k_ street. S. D. Ward 
agent, No. 154 Lake atreet. Thedrainage is bad. 


There is an open catch-bagin in the rear of the 


building that emits foul and sickeni adors, 
The privy vaultis full and offensive. There is 
a water closet under the sidewalk which, in its 
day. was used by the people occupying the 
saioon in the basement, but it is now in a state 
of utter filth, demoralization, and dilapidation. 

No. 2436 La Salle street, owned by Damiel 
Geary. Two-story frame of fourteen rooms, 
occupied by twenty-three persons. The drain- 
age is bad. The waste water from the sink 
waste pipes is conveyed to a worthless wooden 
drain, purt of which is carried to the open gut- 
ter in front of the house, and part remains upon 
the ground under the house. 

No. Nun Wentworth avenue, owned by Thomas 
Smith. Two-story frame of sixteen rooms, oc- 
cupied by twenty-four persons. The condition 
of the plumbing work is defective. The water- 
pipes leak on the second flour. Waste-pipes of 
the sink are untrapped. 

No. 2723 Arvher avenue, owned by Jeremiah 
O Grady. two-story frame of seven rooms, occu- 
pied by thirteen persons. The condition of the 

lumbing work, drainage, and privy vaults is 
sad.

Professional Opinions on the 
Bramhall Plan for an 
Outer Crib. 


Interviews with Prominent Architects 
and Civil Engineers, Who 


Unite in Pronounelug the Plan a Thor- 
oughly Geed One. 


A number of prominent architects and civil 
engineers baving examined Mr. Bramhail's 
plans (which are now on exbibiuon at Room 60, 
No. 161 La Salle street) for an aqua-port, or 
outer crib, some seven miles out in the lake, 
a reporter for Tux TaiBuNeE called upon several 
ot them yesterday for the purpose of obtaining 
their opinions in regard to those plans and the 
adequacy of the proposed crip to afford a solu- 
tion of the ever- pressing water question. 

Mr. August Bauer, the well-known architect, 
expressed himself as highiy pleased with Mr. 
Bramwhall’s plans and the proposed new crib. 
“J think it will bea great—an immense—im- 
provement,” said he, “over the present crib, 
which 1 regard as indi a very dangerous condi- 
tion. The next heavy storm that comes along 
may tumble it over. It is out of level now. and 
when it once begins to go it will go all 
to. pieces in a very short time. I reaily 
don’t believe it could last more than two hours. 
when the destructive process commenced. For 


that reason there is no time to lose. I naven’t 
the len t doubt that Mr. Brambull’s plan, if car- 


ried out, will give us pure water, and plenty of 
it. As I understand it, he proposes to get water 
thirty or forty feet below the surface, and, 80 
fur as I can judge, bis plans are very well con- 
structed. While the proposed new structure 
will de somewhat expensive, it will de perma- 
nent. The project is based on sound engineer- 
ing prineiples, and. iu my opinion, will afford us 
a sufe and permanent sotudon of this important 
question uf Chicagu’s water- supply. 
MR. WILLIAM H. LOTZ, 
a mechanicai engineer, and a prominent mem- 
ber of the American Soc.ety of Civil Engineers, 
gave the project bis unequivocal indorsement. 
wd think.” suid he, that Mr. Bramhall's plan 
will work very well. He bas gone into the mat- 
ter with considerable deta. and. baving bad a 
good deal of experience in thie line of work, bis 
ideas are entitled to great weight. A crib built 
according to his plans would, in my opinion, be 
just the thing we want. The great mistake in 
our preseut crib is that it was not built accord- 
ing to the original plans. It ought to 
have been built inside of solid 
masorpry, instead of being simply filled 
in with rubbie-stone. Mr. Bramnball’s plans, 
too, for sinking the crib seem to me to be very 
good indeed. He intendsto putin the lower 
tion of the masonry before the crib is 
aunched. If the crib is built ashe proposes, | 
think it will settle the water question prac- 
tically for all time. As it is now, witt our pres- 
ent crib, we get only surface water entirely. 
His crib will be sunk to sucba distance tbat we 
will get pure water, untainted by Chicago sew- 
age. The unreliable, and even dangerous, con- 
dition of the presentcrib demand that some- 
thing should be done, and that very speedily. 
The new crib, instead of being a five-sided 
structure, with its flat sides exposed to tbe 
will be of circular form, and 
matter from which side it 
is struck the waves will glance 
off in two directions. When the waves strike a 
flat side there is more danger of their knocking 
che structure to pieces. The additional prvotec- 
tion to the crib which Mr. Bramhall proposes to 
give by covering it with heavy steel plates is 
also a very excellent idea. With such acrib as 
the one be proposes we should not only get pure 
water but plenty of it. and its construction 
would be such that the ice could not intertere 
with it in any possible way. His provision for 
four tunnels is a very good one, too. One of 
these might be extended to the South Side, one 
to the North Side. and two to the West Side, if 
necessary. As I said before, I think his plana 
very good one, and, if carried out, one that will 
give us pure water certainly for the next 100 
years to come. For the city’s good the project 
ought to be pusbed as rapidiy as possible.

“As far as lI bave examined it.“ said Mr. Vol- 
ney Turner, I think Bramhali’s scheme is in 
the right direction; that our supply of water 
shouic be obtained by extending the present 
system.” 

„Do you think his plan practicabie?”’ 

“Yes. If we can construct atunanel two miles 
long under the lake, I dont see why we can't 
have one six miles long. I don't take any stock 
in Ald. Burtey's scheme to wo up the lake shore 
for water. e might as well bring it from Ge- 
neva Lake or Crystal Lakein an aqueduct.” 

REDMOND PRINDIVILLE. 

It is a very une thing. said Redmond Prin- 
diville, ex-Commissioner of Public Works, and 
there can be nu doubt about its practicability. 
The pian is ingenious dnd well worked out, and 
would unquestionably be successful if carried 
out. But the difficulty is dollars and cents. Our 
water ought to come from Lake Mich gau. and 
the only wuy, according to my notion, to get rid 
of the sewage is to carry it off through the 
canal, which should be widened and deepened 
so as tomake a current of over two miies an 
hour. That should be done by Chicago if the 
State or Government won't do it. That is the 
real way to solve the problem of pure water. 
But Bramhall’s idea of taking the water from 
within ten or fifteen feet of the bottom of the 
lake is a wood one. The sewage may not get 
down that far.“

THE BREAD BUSINESS. 


Meetings of Journeymen Bakers and 
Peddiers. 

The independent commission drivers of ba- 
kers’ wagons met last evening at No. 21 West 
Macison street, Mr. M. 8. Tapley in the chair 
and about thirty of the trade present. The trou- 
ble with the drivers is that they only receive 15 
per cent on their sales, out of which they have 
to pay all expenses of wagons and teams. Be- 
sides this they have to pay from 20 to 50 cents 
each for boxes and packages, many of which 
they lose. They complain, also, that they have 
to lose the value of all bread returned by the:e- 
tail dealers. 

Last evening the report of the Committee on 
Constitution and By-Laws was received, and all 
present signed a pledye to adhere to the action 
ot the Association. There is no intention of a 
strike on the part of the men, but they want 
some minor details arranwed to suit them, and 
believe that by codperation such matters can be 
arranged. If the boss-bakers succeede\in ad- 
vancing the price of bread, the drivers will ask 
that their commission be advanced to — — 
cent. In future the meetings of the Association 
will be held once a month. 

A meeting of Journevmen bakers was called 
for last evening at 208 Blue Isiand avenue, but 
owing to the slim attendance vo meeting was 
held. The bakers are required to put in from 
sixteen to eigbteen hours for a day's work, and 
they are desirous of bringing about some form 
ot cooperation that will result in lessening these 
hours of excessive labor.
